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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 16 October 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not fully persuasive. 

2. In view of applicant's amendment, the rejection of claims 1 1 -20 under §1 02 in 
view of RUSHFORD is withdrawn. 

3. Turning to the rejection(s) of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102, it is noted that the 
terminology in a pending application's claims is to be given its broadest reasonable 
interpretation (In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989)) 
and limitations from a pending application's specification will not be read into the claims 
(Sjolund v. Musland, 847 F.2d 1573, 1581-82, 6 USPQ2d 2020, 2027 (Fed. Cir. 1988)). 
Anticipation under 35 U.S.C. § 102 is established only when a single prior art 
reference discloses, either expressly or under the principles of inherency, each and 
every element of a claimed invention. See Constant v. Advanced Micro-Devices. Inc., 
848 F.2d 1560, 1570, 7 USPQ2d 1057, 1064 (Fed. Cir.), cert, denied, 488 U.S. 892 
(1988); RCA Corp. v. Applied Digital Data Sys., Inc., 730 F.2d 1440, 1444, 221 USPQ 
385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1984). Moreover, anticipation by a prior art reference does not 
require either the inventive concept of the claimed subject matter or the recognition of 
properties that are inherently possessed by the prior art reference. Verdegaal Brothers 
Inc. v. Union Oil co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 633, 2 USPQ2d 1051, 1054 (Fed. Cir. 
1987), cert, denied, 484 U.S. 827 (1987). A prior art reference anticipates the subject 
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matter of a claim when that reference discloses each and every element set forth in the 
claim (In re Paulsen, 30 F.3d 1475, 1478-79, 31 USPQ2d 1671, 1673 (Fed. Cir. 1994) 
and In re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 708, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1657 (Fed. Cir. 1990)); 
however, the law of anticipation does not require that the reference teach what 
Applicant is claiming, but only that the claims "read on" something disclosed in the 
reference. Kalman v. Kimberly-Clark Corp., 713 F.2d 760, 772, 218 USPQ 781, 789 
(Fed. Cir. 1983), cert, denied, 465 U.S. 1026 (1984) (and overruled in part on another 
issue), SRI Intel v. Matsushita Bee. Corp. Of Am., 775 F.2d 1 107, 1 1 18, 227 USPQ 
577, 583 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Also, a reference anticipates a claim if it discloses the 
claimed invention such that a skilled artisan could take its teachings in combination with 
his own knowledge of the particular art and be in possession of the invention. See In re 
Graves, 69 F.3d 1147, 1152, 36 USPQ2d 1697, 1701 (Fed. Cir. 1995), cert, denied, 116 
S.Ct. 1362 (1996), quoting from In re LeGrice, 301 F.2d 929, 936, 133 USPQ 365, 372 
(CCPA 1962). 

4. Regarding the §102 rejection over MITSUMORI, applicant broadly recites claim 
1 1 and argues the references do not teach or suggest the claimed apparatus. More 
specifically, applicant argues that MITSUMORI does not teach or suggest a "liquid 
meniscus that is supported by proximity head and that the proximity head includes a 
plurality of source inlets in the proximity head, a plurality of source outlets in the 
proximity head." The Examiner disagrees. Firstly, applicant heavily relies on the 
intended use recitation of a "liquid meniscus" created in the operation of the claimed 
apparatus. Claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in 
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terms of structure rather than function. In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 
531 (CCPA 1959). "[Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." 
Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 
1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). (emphasis in original) Secondly, applicant argument that 
MITSUMORI does not describe a proximity head with plural inlets and outlets is not 
persuasive because MITSUMORI clearly teaches a proximity head with plural inlet 
sources and outlet sources, for instance, in Figures 1-2, 7, 16, 29-30, 35-38 and relative 
associated text. For at least these reasons, recitation of MITSUMORI reads on 
applicant's claimed apparatus. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 23-25 & 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. While having support for the proximity head a 
proximity head having a more hydrophilic property than the wafer, applicant's original 
disclosure fails to adequately describe the broader scope of simply a "first hydrophilic 
property" and a "second hydrophilic property" in describing the proximity head and wafer 
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in claims 23-24 & 30. Moreover, applicant's original disclosure describes the relative 
hydrophobic property between the head and wafer and is textually silent with respect to 
the head being "hydrophilic" and the wafer being "hydrophobic" as in claim 25. As for 
claims 26-27 & 29-30, applicant's claimed "logic" as claimed is not supported by the 
original disclosure as filed as evidenced by the original disclosure being textually silent 
with respect to "logic". Thus, these claims are considered to contain new matter. The 
Examiner notes that such relative language as claimed reads on all types of 
apparatuses which are essentially made of different materials than the wafer to be 
worked up and read on having "a hydrophilic property" particularly since all materials 
have a degree of "hydrophilic property". The Examiner notes that since the apparatus is 
being claimed and not the wafer (i.e. article worked upon not considered part of the an 
apparatus for applying the work to the article) the relative hydrophilicity or 
hydrophobicity would read on any apparatus applying the work to any wafer since the 
vast number if different wafers include properties ranging from very hydrophilic to very 
hydrophobic. Although, the claims are construed in this light and such language is 
afforded no significant patentable weight to the claimed apparatus, appropriate 
correction is still required. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention. In claim 22, although the "meniscus" language is considered 
intended use and afforded little patentable weight, it is unclear how a "meniscus" can be 
"supported" between the proximity head and wafer. While the original disclosure 
appears to vaguely describe the head "supporting" the fluid and meniscus contained 
therein during operation, the claimed language reads on a meniscus "hovering" above a 
wafer which does not appear to be described/supported in the original disclosure nor 
does it appear adequately enabled. Thus, the metes and bounds of the claim language 
are not clear and the claim is considered indefinite. As best understood, the claim 
language reads on processing a wafer by moving a proximity head near the wafer 
surface and applying fluid to the surface and the claims will be examined accordingly. 
However, clarification and correction are still required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

10. Claims 11-14, 17-20 & 22-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,230,722 to MITSUMORI etal. See especially 
Figures 1-2, 7, 16, 29-30, 35-38 and relative associated text.
